Applicants wish to place on record their sincere gratitude towards Examiner for issuing the 
Notice of Allowance dated May 3, 2007. The Notice of Allowance included two Interview Summary 
sheets pertaining to telephonic conversations held between Examiner Cathy Lam and Applicants' 
representative P. S. Dara for discussing the possibility of carrying out certain claim amendments. 

Specifically, the first Interview Summary is directed towards a telephone conversation carried 
out on 15 March 2007 when Examiner called Dara for discussing claims 4 and 28. Examiner proposed 
replacing the term "circuit device(s)" with the term "transistor" in these two claims, and indicated that 
allowance of these claims would be favorably considered if the amendment was carried out. Dara 
offered to contact Applicants' assignee (Avago Technologies) for approval of the amendment. Assignee 
was not agreeable to carrying out the amendment, because the prior art did not fairly disclose 
Applicants' claims 4 and 28 as written and the latest Office action did not provide valid justification for 
rejecting these claims. 

Applicants' representative Dara telephoned Examiner on 16 March 2007 to convey Assignee's 
decision. The second Interview Summary provides certain details of this second telephone call. 
However, the second Interview Summary does not provide a clear description of the substance of this 
second interview nor whether agreement was reached (both 'reached' and 'not reached' boxes have 
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been checked). Applicants wish to place on record the fact that no claim amendments were carried out 
(in connection with the two telephonic interviews) for obtaining allowance of claims. As can be 
observed in allowed claims 4 and 28, the term "circuit device(s)" remains unamended. As for allowed 
claim 29, the term "electronic circuit," (which Examiner had further proposed replacing with the term 
"transistor") has also been left unamended. 

Again, Applicants wish to thank Examiner Cathy Lam for being considerate of Applicants' 
position in this matter and for issuing the Notice of Allowance.
